Charges that Charis Daniel, packed by 
the Southern and Centra] of Georgia 
railroads, is seeking to gain absolute 
control of The Atlane News in violation 
of law and contracts are made by John 
Temple Graves, editor-in-chier of that 
paper, in a bill in equity filed yesterday. 

The allegations of the bill are sensa- 
tional and were the topic of considerable 
discussion yesterday, Colonel Graves and 
Mr. Daniel both issu statements in re- 
gard to the matter. 

The defendants in the suit are Mr. 
Daniel, James W. English, Jr., Mills B. 
Lane, of Savannah, and the two railroads 
above mentioned. 

The petition first #ts forth that The 
Atlanta News Publihing Company was 
formed in June, 19% for the purpose 
of publishing a newpaper, ‘‘free from 
entangling alliances and conduced as an 
impartial organ for furnishing news tg 
the public,” and, though its editorial 
columns, ‘‘to favor those principles, po- 
litical and otherwise most conducive to 
the welfare of all cizens and people of 
the ‘city and state f which the paper 
was published.” : 

It is further allegd that to further 
these aims by-laws were adopted when 
the company was fomed, which required 
every stockhoMer, tefore selling his 
stock, to give the ofr members of the 
company a sixty-dapoption on all his 
stock. ; + = a a 

Conference wih Spencer.

Commission Reduces Local 
‘Hales on Southern, Central 
and Coast Line, 


NS A EE 


SAID: REDUCTION. MEANS 


ANNUAL SAVING $300,000 


Southern and Central of Georgia 
Railroads Are Put in Class B, 
While Goast Line Goes in 
Class A-1—Other Igmpor- 
tant Orders Issued. 


Local freight rates on the Southern 

railway, the Central of Georgia and the 
Atlantic Qoast Ine will be peduced 
about 10 per cent as the resu't of orders 
issued yesterday by the Georgia railroad 
commission changing the classification 
of these lines, and reducing the per- 
centage which they are allowed to charge 
in addition to the standard tariff, 
’ These orders and the new rates which 
they promulgate will become effective on 
February 19, or within thirty days from; 
the date of their issuance. 

While it is fmpossib!ie to make any 
accurate statement as to the general re- 
szit of these reductions, and the saving 
to the people of the state as a result of 
them, it is roughly estimated that they 
will amount to a total] annua! saving to 
the people of Georgia of about $300,000. 

The Central of Georgia and the South. 
ern one transferred by these orders from 
Class C, where they stand at presenf, 
and in which they are allowed to charge 
25 per cent in addition to the standard 
tariff to Class B, where they will be al- 
lawode to charge only. 15 per cent in addi- 
tion. 

The Atlantte Coast Line has een trans-~- 
ferred from Class B, where it was per- 
mitted, to charge 20 per cent in adii- 
tion to the standard tariff to a new class, 
to be known as Class A-!, where it will 
he permitted to charge onty IO per ent 
In addition. 

The Seaboard Air Line, which is in 
Class C, is not changed, its rates being 
permitted to stand as at present. 

Cannot Change Rates. 

In addition to the foregoing the com- 
mission also passed two other imo?or- 
tant orders which will have the effect 
of preventing the railroads from taking 
steps to equalize these reductions by 
changes of classification. 

One of these orders provides that the 
present..prevailing rateg,on all lines In 
the state which are lower than the rates 
allowed to be charged by the commission, 
are adopted as the rates of the commis- 
sion and no change shall be made -n 
any of them without the consent of the 
commission being first obtained. 

In one ‘sense the foregoing is perhaps 
the most important order of all thoss 
issued yesterday by the commission. The 
railroads of the state have many rates 
between mwhat are known as common 
points in Georgia which are considerably 
lower than the mtes which they are al- 
lowed to charge under the commission's 
scale. The railroads have been accus- 
tomed to ‘moving these rates up and 
down to suit their own convenience, ani 
conditions without asking anybody's con- 
sent. Non these rates must stand ¢s 
thee exist today ynt!l application nas 
been first made to the commission and 
permission granted for the change to be 
made. 

The other order issue’ by the commis. 
sion adopts the Southern classification, 
which was made by the Southeastern 
Freight Association, to become effective 
January 10, 1906, as the commission's 
clashification, the object being to 
prevent any increase being made in. the 
reduced rates made last year by chang +s 
in classification. 

How the Question Came Up. 

The question of changing the classifi- 
cation. of these railroad systems, affect- 
ing their local freight rates, was first 
brought to the attention of the com- 
mission by W. H. Brewer, secretary of 
the Griffin board of trade, who filed @ 
petition asking that the Southern and 
the Central of Georgia be removed from 
class C to class A, which would have. 
taken off the entire 25 per cent in addi- 
tion to the standard tariff whjch they 
are allowed to charge. 

Before the hearings were had former 
Chairman Pope Brown amended them so 
as to except from the proposed reduc- 
tions certain branch lines of the Sguth- 
ern and Central which are not regard- 
ed as paying properties. 

Then Commissioner Joseph M. Brown 
filed an additional motion asking that 
hearings also be had upon the question 
of placing the Seaboard Air Line and 
the Atlantic Coast Line in class A, thus 
covering all of the large and important 
railroad systems of the state. 

Hearings were had in each separate 
case before the commission arid Qhe rail- 
roads appeared to make showing as to 
why the reductions should not be made. 

All of these hearings were held toward 
the close of 1905 and the commission 
has since had the matter under consid- 
eration, a consideration which culminated 
in the {mportant orders issued yesterday, 
the effect of which will be felt in all 
parts of the state. 

There has so far been no intimation 
as to whether the railroads will attempt 


to prevent these reductions by applica- 
tion to the courts. It may be they will 
accept them without further fight... The 
increases were grandted in i890 and, 
1893 when the railroads were suffering | 
along with all other interests’ as the re- 
sult of hard times and the money panic, 
and it is urged that they are now at 
the high tide of prosperity and can af- 
ford to stand some slight reductions. 


The Central and Southern. 
The order relating to the Centra] and | 
Southern simply reduces the. percentage | 
which they are allowed to charge above | 
the standard tariff on the numbered | 
classes and on classes A, E, G, H, I, .N, 
and O from 25 to if per cent. This 
is. the only change made, the additions 
allowed on other classes remaining the 
same as at present.

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BIGELOW PROVED. 
APOOR WITHESS 


Refused To Give Names To 
Committee, 


Had Declared That Conditions on 
isthmus Are So Bad That Prom- 
inent Engineers Had De- 
clined To Become Asso- 
ciated with Canal. 


Washington, January 1!®.—Poultney, 
Bigelow, the magazine writer, whose ar- 
raignment of the administration anus 
management of Isthmian canal affairs, 
in an article published in The Independ- 
ent, was denounced by Secrtfary, Taft, 
proved to ke a contumacious witness 
before the senate tommittee on inter- 
oceanic canals today, and involved the 
committee in a controversy which con- 
tinued through two executive sessions. 

The recalcitrancy of the witness was 
shown as the result of a_ statement 
made by him that many eminent engin- 
eers had declined to accept employment 
of the government because of physical 
conditions on the isthmus. 

The committee demanded the names 
of such engineers, and Mr. Bigelow d6- 
clined because to do so wouiu violate 
a confidence and cause them embarrass- 
rent. 

Senator Morgan warned the witness 
in such @ manner as seemed to commit 
the committee to punishment if he con- 
tinued to bring himself into contempt,, 
but the advice was of no avail, and 
the doors were ordered closed for @ 
second tle. 

In executive session the committee 
agreed that there could be no doubt of 
the committee’s power to have Mr. 
Bigelow dealt with summarily. Senators 
Knox. Hopkins and Morgan favored a 
certification of his recalcitraney to the 
vice president for submission of the case 
to United States Attorney Baker for 
the District of Columbia. Senators 
Gorman and Simmons opposed on the 
ground that it would prevent his ex- 
amination on other subjects. 

Several members argued 60 vehem- 
ently against any delay in proceedings 
against Mr. Bigelow that Senators 
Gorman and Simmons declared that) 
their purpese seamed to be to interfere 
with the thoroughness of the investiga- 
tion of canal affairs. 

When it was appetent.there could be 
ro action today the committee ad- 
journed until tomorrow. Mr. Bigelow 
was commanded to hold himself in 
readiness for tomorrow. 

Mr. Bigelow teStified that laborers 
were landed in an oozy swamp of a 
pestilential character, and that the sani- 
tation wag of the worst character. 

Pressed for facts and bames, 
Bigelow declared: 

“You can put me on bread and wa- 
ter, or even condemn me to Colon, put 
you cannot make me disclose that which 
has been given me °-n confidence.’ 

After much sharp questioning he said 
he had no names of engineers who had 
told him they would not go to the isth- 
mus.

Bighteen men are believed to have 
been killed in a terrific explosion 
today in one of the mines of the Detroit 
and Kanawha Coal Company at Detroit, 
on Paint creek, this county, 25 miles 
from here. The men who were in the 
mine at the time of the explosion and 
who are belieevd to have oe are: 
Isaac Pancacke, Benjamin “Snyder, 
Charles Snyder, Isaac Snyder, A. N. 8o- 
vine, James McCardle, Patrick McCardle, 
Stephen McCardle, G. P, Neal, Peter 
Bridgeman, Philip Bridgeman, Edward 
Bridgeman, Melvin Bridgeman, John 
Mickle, Edward Mickle, Claude Sanders, 
Patrick McLaughlin and John McLaugh- 
lin.

Meldrim Challenges the Array.

Jackson, Miss., January 1!8.—Governor 
Vardaman's self-confessed whipping of a 
negro convict, employed as a trusty 
around the executive mansion, and which 
is to be given a thorough probing by the 
penitentiary investigating committee, ac- 
cording to assurances from members ‘of 
that body, has aroused the liveliest sensa- 
tion of recent years, and is now the most 
absorbing topic of discussion among the | 
members of the legislature. 

The governor does not attempt to de- 
ny any phase of the story, but very can- 
didly admits in answer to questions that 
he soundly thrashed the prisoner, and 
further declares that he would do so again 
under similar circumstances. The negro 
was at first knocked down by the gover- 
nor, a good kick administered, and then a 
broomstick was used in the chastisement, 
the weapon being broken to pleces over 
the prisoner's bo}. So far as known, 
he sustained no serious injuries from the 
encounter with the chief executive, al- 
though he was exceedingly sore for sev- 
eral days, and is now in the negro ward 
of the convict hospital at Oakley, suffer- 
ing from rheumatism, having been or- 
dered to that institution several days ago 
iby the board of control. 

The Convict’s Offense, 

The offense that provoked thg chastise- 
ment of the convict was his arrest by 
Officer Pridgen, of the local police force, 
who found him prowMng around in the 
fourth ward one night, and carried him to 
jail. The loge] authorities are allowed a 
reward of $10 for arrests of this charac- 
ter, The governor sent his private sec- 
retary to the city jail on: the following 
morning for the prisoner, and the whip- 
ping occurred shortly after his return to 
the executive mansion.

7,697 in Sweden; 7,322 in Siberia, Man- 
churla and other former Asiatic posses- 
sions of Russia; 4,495 in Japan and |,!76 
in China. : . 

The total tonnage of vessels flying the 
American flag increased from 5,212,00I 
tons in 1855 to 6,456,545 tons in 1905.

Daye—Question Raised as 
to Power To Enforce 
Both Sentences. 


A double heavy sentence impe@sed by 
Recorder Broyles on A. J. Shied yester- 
day morning for disorderly conduct cail- 
ed forth a discussion of two sections of 
the city code, one which gives the re- 
corder the power to impose a double 
sentence and the other giving.the mayor 
power to remit fines and sentence und:2r 


certain conditions. 

The fact that the recorder made 
Shied’s fine $50 without cost and sen- 
tenced him for the odd number of twen- 
ty-nine days first called for a discussion 
of the code. It {fs a fact that the mayor 
can only interfere with a sentence of 
the recorder’s court when the fine jis not 
“over $50," and the sentence is “not 
under thirty days.” 

The next question was, can Shied be 
made to work out the $80 after he has 
served for the twenty-nine days? Upon 
this there is a difference of opinion, and 
the matter will Be settled by the city 
attorney or in the higher courts. 

Shied, according to the evidence in 
court, was guilty of writing obscene 
words on the front door of Frederick’s 

illinery store at the corner of Decatur 
end Lucy streets. Nearly every morn- 
ing for six:-months Frederick has gone 
to his store to find the door frescoed 
with all sorts of obscene words. He 
would rub them out only to find them 
there again. Patrolman Hannah set a 
watch yesterday morning and caught 
Shied In the act of frescoing the door 
of the millinery store. 

The defendant pleaded gullty and 
stated that he. feared he had lost hia 
reason. He is a well-to-do tin mer- 
chant with a store on Forsyth street. 

“You ought to be called snide instead 
of Shied,” remarked the recorder. ‘“T 
will fine you $50 without costs and Sen- 
tence you to twenty-nine days in the 
city chaingang.” 

Section 37 of the city code says that 
the recorder has the power both to fine 
and imprison ‘‘not more than thirty days 
for each offense,’’ and then it adds that 
a fine can be collected by making the 
prisoner work it out on the streets. It 
Is arguei that the words “for bach of- 
fense’ bars the recorder from making 
Shied work the twenty-nine#days and 
then thirty days more for $e $50 fine. 
The recorder thinks he can énforce both 
sentences. 

Section 352 givés the mayor power to 
interfere only when the fine is over $50 
or when the sentence is not under thirty 
days. Under this ordinance the mayor 
cannot relieve Shield even if he were so 
disposed, but no one has yet gone to 
him, and if he was appealed to, it ts 
not known that he would entertain a 
petition in the case. 

When asked why he had given Shied 
such ‘an odd sentence, Recorder Broyles 
replied; 

“I merely wish him to serve it out.’ 

It is said that the mayor. and the re- 
corder have already had a talk over the 
telephone about the case and that the 
recorder has steted that he did not mean 
to insinuate that the mayor would have 
acted improperly had he been In a po- 
sition to take up the matter. 

Neither the mayor nor the recorder

Expires in Her 
Arms, 


When Mrs. J. J. Whitfield of 66 Savan- 
nah street, Gwoke yesterday morning 
she found her little 6-weeks-old babe 
lying dead in her arms. She at fist 
thought the babe was asieep, and gently 
removed her arms Ss as not to awak:; 

The child’s neai 
fell back from the pillow, and the mother 
saw that the little girl was dead. 

Coroner Thompson was notified, and he 
hed an inquest at the residence yester. 
day afternoon, Tbe coroner had often 
had similar. cases in which the infant 
was smothered to death during the night, 
but in. this case the evidence showed 
that Mrs, Whitfleld had placed her child 
on the outside of the bed, and there was 
no possible chance for it to have been 
smothered 

It was the opinion of the coroner’s jury 
that the child came to its death by con- 
gestion of the lungs. An examination of 
the body by the county physician showe1 
that there were no signs of death by 
choking or smothering and he gave it as 
his opinion that congestion of the lungs 
Was the cause of death. 

Mrs. Whitfield stated to the jury that 
her child was in good health Wednesday 
night when the family retired. She slept 
with the babe in her arms and on the 
outside of the bed. 

“I awoke this morning,’ she stated 
“and my child was still in my arms. 1 
removed my arm so as to not awake ‘t. 
Then I discovered that my little girl 
was dead.” 

The body was taken in charge by Fu- 
neral Dircetors Barclay & Brandon. and 
it will be sent to Demorest, Ga.. this 
morning for interment.

10 MATOS REBELS 


Is Charge of the Venezuelan 
Government,

Claimed That Cable Company Was 
Ordered by France To Supply 
Information to Leader of 
the Revolution Against 

Castro. ~ 


Caracas, January !7, via Port of Spain, 
January 18.—The Constitutional in pub- 
lishing the correspondence preceeding of 
the diplomatic rupture between Venezué@- 
la and France, claims to prove the come 
plicity of the French government in the 
Matos revolution. The paper says; 

“We do not accuse the cable company, 
whose responsibilities we consider to be 
eliminated. We acuse the French gov- 
ernment of disloyalty to Venezuela be- 
cause while our representatives and min- 
isterg were sincerely and honorably seek- 
ing legal solutions of the difficulties in 
the light of international reciprocity, 
France cooperated with Matos, the leader 
of the revolution, to stain our valleys and 
cities with blood and privately ordered 
the managers of the cable company to 
transmit information to the revolution- 
ists, assisted in bankrupting the credit 
af the government abroad and endanger- 
ed the integrity of the national territory, 

A memorandum of the conference be- 
tween the American minister, Mr. Rus- 
sell, and Foreign Secretary Ybarra, on 
the subject of the government’s failure 
to invite M. Taigny, the French charge 
d'affaires, to the official New Year's 
reception, says further that Minister Rus- 
sell said: 

“Secretary Root has cabled me express- 
ing that he is deeply interested in the 
question and adds that grave conse- 
quences will surely follow if the situa- 
tion is not changed immediately.”’ 

A decree expelling from Venezuela MM, 
Jaccoux, and Bourget, respectively the 
managers of the French cable stations at 
Carcas and La Guayra, for disregarding 
the laws of the republic, was published 
yesterday. 

France Ready To Act. 

Paris, January 1/18.—Official cvonfirma- 
tion of Venezuela’s unceremonous treat- 
ment of M, Taigny, the retiring French 
charge d'affaires at Caracas, has reach- 
ed the foreign office. The government 
immediately decided to adopt the most 
energetic means to obtain satisfaction. 
Though the officials will not make any 
direct statement on the subject, it is 
understood that a naval demonstration 
is under preparation, the division of 
French warships recently assembled in 
the vicinity of Venezuelan waters, being 
utilized for that purpose. 

A diplomat confirmed this view of the 
situation, saying jhat President Castro’s 
action, though A ape absolute forciblg 
expulsion of the French representative, 
amounted to an act of hostility. Such an 
act snould not remain unchaasatised and 
France, the diplomat added, will have 
the support of the whole world in. de- 
manding and obtaining proper satisfac- 
tion, even should armed § intervention 
prove necessary, 

France, it was further pointed out, has 
exhibited wonderful patience, but is now 
driven to extremities, 

The French cable company’s officials 
say they received no confirmation this 
morning of the reports that the man- 
agers. at Caracas and La Guayra have 
also been expelled from Venezuela, 

In the meanwhile M,. Marubourguet, the 
Venezuelan charge d’affairs, has received 
an intimation to leave French territory, 
thus placing him personally in an awk- 
ward position owing to his private com- 
mercial relations with France, and it is 
also belleved that he retains his French 
citizenship, which would make him liable 
to military service under the conscription 
law.

There are 
just as many white delinquent poll tax- 
payers in Bibb as colored, and one of 
them told me several years ago he wouid 
not pay his back $4 to vote for any man 


in 'Bibb.

Hon. Charles H. Brand, of Lawrence- 
ville, was yesterday appointed by Gov- 
ernor Terrell, as judge of the superior 
courts of the western judicial circult 
fo succeed Judge R. B. Russell, who re- 
signed to press his campaign for gov- 
ernor. 

Governor Terrell was considering for 
a time tendering the appointment to for- 
mer Governor Hetfry D. McDaniel, but 
learning, upon investigation, that Gov- 
ernor McDaniel would be unable to take 
it, he tendered it to Mr. Brand, who 
has accepted. 

Judge Brand will go on the bench on 
February |7, the date on which Judge 
Russell's resignation becomes effactive. 
Judge Rissell has practically completed 
his duties on the bench with the excepe 
tion of a number of motions which he 
has to hear and the holding of a final 
term of court in his home county. 

Judge Brand’s appointment is effec- 
tive for the unexpired term from Feb- 
ruary !i7 to January 1, 1907. Judge 
Brand is also a candidate for the long 
term following, subject to the democratic 
primary, to be held this year. 

Judge Brand has recently retired from | 
the position of solicitor general of the 
Western circuit, a position which he 
held for two temns, a total of eight 
years. Prior to that time he served 
with distinction tn the legislature from 
Gwinnett county. He is a lawyer of 
ability and will undoubtedly 
make an able official in the important 
position to which he has been appointed.

Provisions 5@20c 
higher. 

Trading in the wheat pit was on a 
very small scale, but the market was 
firm throughout the entire session, Com- 
mission houses and shorts were the 
chief buyers, and offerings came largely 
from local traders who were bearishly 
inclined because of the continued reports 
of improved weather conditions in Argen- 
tina. The weather was, in fact, the 
chief influence in determining - prices. 
Reports trom Argentina were more than 
offset by the advices from India, which 
claimed that the drought in that coun- 
try is still unbroken. The main item of 
domestic news was a report from New 
York telling of additional sales of wheat 
to foreigners. Some reports of damage 
to the crop in the southwest were re- 
ceived, but they faileq to create much 
general interest. The market closed 
firm. May opened a shade higher at 
88c, sold between 87 7-8@88 and 88 |-2c 
and closed at 88 i-4c. Clearances of 
wheat and flour were equal to 225,000 
bushels. Primary receipts were 717,000 
bushels, compared with 567,000 bushels 
one year ago.

Other Issues Ran Off Sharply in 
Sympathy, Rallied Slightly in 
Later Trading, but the Clos- 
ing Was Unsettled and 
Irregular. 


New York, January 18.—The trading ir 
stocks today for most of the time was 
not up to yesterday's rate of activity, 
and the market fel] into pbsitive dullness 
at times. An excellent medium for mar- 
keting stocks was offered, nevertheless, 
and the profit taking was industriously 
pursued under cover of the sustaining 
force of the strong features of the trad- 
ing. A very large number of dormani 
industrial Blocks and. specialties were 
awakened into activity and made promi- 
nent advances. Of the more substantial 
Standard stocks the feature.of the day 
was the renewal of the recent active spec- 
ulation in Reading. This was a striking 
countenpart of the reversion jn 1 
ciflc and the smelting stocks yesterday. 
Much of the activity in Reading was 
traceable to the same sources as that 
which accompanied its long advance in 
the hands of the pool. The price was 
carried to a new record above 149. Mean- 
time there was consipcuous realizing in 
Union Pacific. Smelting and Lead, after 
rising to new record prices, were also 
Subjected to active realizing. Next to 
these movements the most prominent in 
the railroad list were the Gould soutb- 
westerns. Great interest centered upon 
Amalgamated Copper all day, as action 
on the dividend was expected before the-« 
market closed. The general expectation 
was of | 1-2 per cent dividend for the 
quarter, ‘but after the assembling of the 
directors a false rumor was put in cir- 
culation that the dividend would be placed 
on: a 7 or 8 per cent rate per annum.
